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Trade bill with Reds calls for human rights 
Israelis, Arabs clash after 
call for freeze on population

An Israeli p atrol clashed with 
Arab guerrillas who infiltrated 
from Lebanon today , and four 
terrorists and one p olice se r­ 
geant were killed and another 
p oliceman was wounded, the Is­ 
raeli command said 
It said the Arab band was 
“wip ed out” in the fight. 
The encounter occurred near 
Menara on the western edge of 
the Israeli p anhandle that juts 
up into Lebanon and Sy ria after 
the p atrol discov ered a hole in 
the security fence. 
The guerrillas carried assault 
rifles, 
grenades, 
commando 
kniv es and leaflets indicating 
they were members of A1 Fa 
tah, the command said. 
Menara is about one mile 
west of Qiry at Shmonah and six 
miles from Shamir, both a t­ 
tacked by Arab guerrillas e a r­ 
lier this y ear. 
The assault came after Is­ 
raeli officials said Egy p t’s de­ 
mand for a 50-y ear freeze on 
Israel’s immigration and p op u 


lation was unp recedented in 
recorded history . 
The gov ernment made no for­ 
mal resp onse to the statem ent 
issued Friday by Egy p tian For­ 
eign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
and distributed by the official 
Middle East News Agency in 
Cairo 
Later, a Foreign Ministry of­ 
ficial qualified Fahm y ’s oriv i- 
nal rem arks by say ing that 
Fahmy was actually calling for 
“a limit in the rate of im m igra­ 
tion” and was not suggesting a 
freeze on Israel’s birth rate. 
Knowledgeable sources in Je ­ 
rusalem said they hop ed Fah­ 
my had been misquoted, since 
the rem arks rep resented a sub­ 
stantial hardening of the Egy p ­ 
tian p osition on p rerequisites 
for a p eace settlement in the 
Middle East. 
Egy p t has been relativ ely 
moderate desp ite its consistent 
op p osition to Israel. 
“Nev er in 4,000 y ears of 
recorded history has such a de­ 
mand been m ade—that a nation 


cease to allow its own p eop le to 
join it on its territory ,” said 
one Israeli official. 
. Fahm y was quoted as say ­ 
ing: “ In any p eace settlement 
Israel must freeze its p resent 
p op ulation and p ledge not to in­ 
crease the number of its im m i­ 
grants for the nex t 50 y ears.” 
An Israeli official said the na­ 
tion’s immigration goals are 
sp elled out in Israel’s declara­ 
tion of indep endence, and that 
one of the first laws enacted by 
Israel was the “ Law of Re­ 
turn” granting automatic citi­ 
zenship to any Jew who cam e 
to liv e in Israel. 
Israel has about 3 million 
p eop le and its flow of im m igra­ 
tion has drop p ed about 40 p er 
cent from last y ear, due mainly 
to economic p roblems and fears 
of Palestinian terrorism .

sion” and to the Palestinians 
for “m aterial and moral dam ­

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s industrial p roduction is 
at its lowest p oint in nearly two 
y ears and the gov ernment say s 
it will continue to decline. 
The Federal Reserv e Board 
said Friday that industrial out­ 
p ut declined 2.3 p er cent in No­ 
v em ber, the largest monthly 
drop in more than four y ears 


and one of the largest in the 
last 20 y ears. 
The Fed said the 24-day coal 
strike 
made 
the 
Nov ember 
slump worse than it otherwise 
would hav e been. But it noted 
that “ reductions in outp ut were 
relativ ely large and widesp read 
in all categories” of p roduction. 
The board warned that fur- 


ther p roduction cutbacks were 
being made and would be re­ 
flected in the December outp ut. 
The drop , fourth in the last 
fiv e months, left total p roduc­ 
tion 4.3 p er cent below a y ear 
ago and lower than at any p oint 
since December 19 72. 
Production of both durable 
consumer goods, such as autos 


and 
ap p liances, 
was

along with nondurable goods 
such as clothing. 
The industrial p roduction in­ 
dex cov ers about a third of the 
entire economy . Declining p ro­ 
duction 
m eans 
in creasing 
unemp loy ment.

(AP) - A 
trade bill containing a historic 
ap p eal for human rights in 
Communist countries has won a 
surp risingly easy Senate v icto­ 
ry , v irtually assuring final con­ 
gressional ap p rov al nex t week 


The bill, which assumed p ri­ 
ority status because of econom­ 
ic up heav al 
brought 
on by 
world food shortages and high 
oil p rices, was p assed by the 
Senate 77 to 4 Friday night. 


The v ote ended a whirlwind 
debate that p rov ided little op ­ 
p ortunity for senators to dis­ 
cuss the m easure, which sp on­ 
sors concede grants the P resi­ 
dent unp recedented p owers in 
the trade field. 


The bill now goes to confer­ 
ence with the House, which 
p assed a sim ilar m easure last 
December. Rep A1 Ullman, D- 
Ore., second ranking Democrat 
on the House Way s and Means 
Committee, said, “ I ... see no 
obstacles to fin al. actment 


Because the two ersions are 
sim ilar, Congress is ex p ected to 
send the comp leted bill to P res­ 
ident Ford for his signature be­ 
fore adjourning, p robably nex t 
Friday . 


Most of the sev en hours of 
Senate debate on the bill was 
ov er its least-controv ersial sec­ 
tion: 
A 
p rov ision 
requiring 
Communist countries to drop 
barriers to emigration before 
they qualify for U.S. trade con­ 
cessions. 


The comp romise v ersion of 
the emigration amendment was 
ap p rov ed 88 to 
0 and was hailed 
as a p recedent-setting attem p t 
by the United States to use its 
economic p ower to insure the 
surv iv al of human liberties be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain 


The comp romise allows the 
President to waiv e the em igra­ 
tion requirem ent for 18 months 
During that p eriod, the Com­ 
munist countries could qualify 
for U.S. trade benefits so long 
as the President was satisfied 
that emigration barriers had 
been remov ed. 


The emigration requirement 
is aimed at aiding efforts of 
Jews to leav e the Sov iet Union 


The comp romise was worked 
out under an unusual arrange­ 
ment in which members of Con­ 
gress negotiated with the White 
House, and President Ford and 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger dealt directly with 
Sov iet officials. 


As a result of those negotia­ 
tions, the Sov iet Union agreed 
it will p lace no undue imp ed 
iments in the way of free em i­ 
gration. 


The way was cleared for Sen 
ate p assage of the trade bill 
earlier Friday when on a 71 to 
19 v ote senators agreed that no 
unrelated amendm ents would 
be considered 
That shut off 
consideration of dozens of p ro 
p osals 
from 
senators 
who 
sought to use the imp ortant 
trade bill as a v ehicle for other 
p rov isions 


The bill would allow the P res­ 
ident to negotiate with other 
nations in an effort to reduce 
barriers to free trade. It would 
authorize economic retaliation 
against those nations that with­ 
hold critical raw m aterials, 
such as oil, from world m ar­ 
kets. 


Also included are federal ben­ 
efits for workers whose jobs 
are lost because of imp orts and 
for communities and industries 
threatened by imp ort-related 
unemp loy ment.

The 120.000 UMW members 


who mine the nation’s bitu­ 
minous coal began returning to 
work this week after a month­ 
long strike that ended with the 
ratification of a new contract 
with the Bituminous Coal Op er­ 
ators Association. 


Meanwhile, Bethlehem Steel 
Corp . has called 1,400 steel­ 
workers, idled as a result of the 
coal strike, back to work begin­ 
ning Monday . 


Howev er, another 1,700 lai- 
doff emp loy es will remain out 
of work until the flow of coal 
returns to normal lev els, a 
comp any sp okesman said F ri­ 
day .

To the Editor: 
Attv. Gen. William B Saxbe re­ 
cently said. “ If we go on as we are 
there is every possibility that crime 
will inundate us. The nation would 
then be faced with the prospect of 
falling apart or devising a national 
police force in one final effort to re 
store domestic order.” 
How did we get in this desperate 
situation? The major factor in the 
enormous growth of our crime rate 
must be laid at the door of our Su­ 
preme Court which has contrived 
“ new Constitutional rights” for the 
accused which have bravely altered 
evidentiary rules and law enforce­ 
ment procedures. After a series of 
rulings striking down 
our 
laws 
against internal subversion, its first 
major “ be kind to criminals” deci­ 
sion was the Mallory rape case of 
1957, which threw out use of confes­ 
sions obtained before arraignment. 
Crimes against property showed a 
major increase in 1958 and the esca­ 
lation was on! 
The Escobedo decision in 1964 re­ 
quired the taxpayers to provide a 
free lawyer for all suspects. The 
next year crime rates jumped again. 
The Miranda decision, throwing out 
confessions secured while in police 
custody without an attorney, was 
handed down in mid-1966. It was fol­ 
lowed by an enormous 15 per cent 
rise both in crimes of violence and 
crimes against property. The 1967 
Wade decision, requiring defense 
counsel even at a police lineup, was 
followed in 1968 by an astronomical 
increase of 18 per cent in the rate of 
crimes of violence, and 16 per cent in 
crimes against property. 
The permissiveness of “ Liberal” 
judges has also been an important 
factor in the growing crime wave, 
with upward cf 75 per cent of those 
arrested today being repeaters. Our 
police cannot do their job unless they 
can arrest criminals and get convic­ 
tions. But the judiciary tied the 
hands of the police at the same time 
it untied those of the criminal. Until 
this process is reversed, a showering 
of federal funds on law enforcement 
agencies can hardly help the situa­ 
tion. 
Today people are demanding that 
our government do something about 
this flood of crime before they too 
become a random victim. And what 
does our government propose to do 
about it? Will the Justice Depart­ 
ment, under Atty. Gen. Saxbe, re­ 
submit those cases in which the 
Warren Court overstepped the 
bounds of sanity and get a reversal 


of those decisions? And if the Court 
were then to refuse to reverse itself, 
Congress could limit jurisdiction or 
institute impeachment proceedings 
(both wholly legal procedures pro­ 
vided for in our Constitution) until 
such decisions as those of Miranda 
and Escobedo are reversed and our 
local police are again given an even 
chance with the criminal. 
Is this what our government pro­ 
poses to do about it? Why, not at all. 
They intend to nationalize our police 
and the two key establishment fronts 
for getting the job done are the fed­ 
eral Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEA A ) established 
in 1968, and the Police Foundation 
founded in 1970 and funded by the 
Ford Foundation. Some local offi­ 
cials, desperate for funds to combat 
the avalanche of crime set off by our 
“ Liberal” Establishment have al­ 
ready displayed a willingness to ex­ 
change local control of law enforce­ 
ment for the cash which goes with 
acceptance of the proper “ guide­ 
lines.” As Charles B. Work, deputy 
director of LEA A has explained: 
“ We are publishing lists of stand­ 
ards for criminal justice agencies all 
over the county. We already have 
about 400 standards and we’re in the 
process of developing 
m ore.” 
Among the standards now being 
“ recommended” by LEA A are the 
civilian “ Citizen Review Boards” 
which have long been promoted by 
the Communist Party, U.S.A.

To the Editor: 
Now that reforms have finally 
been effected for pensioners, I be­ 
lieve the next order of business 
could, and should be a reform of the 
structure of the Social Security Sys­ 
tem, and in favor of the retired. As a 
retired person, I feel I may be quali­ 
fied to offer an opinion. 
I have never been too enthusias­ 
tic about the present system, and 
now’ that I am retired, my opinion 
has not changed 
I have observed 
that many others feel the same way. 
I have studied several proposals 
that leave me cold when studied in 
depth. However, one has come to my 
attention that I feel merits support, 
not for its primary benefits alone, 
but for many side benefits it sug­ 
gests. I offer here a brief outline of 
an individual program with a hypo­ 
thetical situation.: 
A worker earns $7,000 per year. 
5.2 per cent is deducted from his 
paycheck and his employer “ pays 
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Fertilizer shortage, high

in” a like amount, the total of which 
is 10.4 per cent which computes to an 
annual total of $728 which, at an in­ 
terest rate of 6 per cent compounded 
yearly for the average work life of 44 
years, will provide a worker, with a 
$7,000 a year income, with a retire­ 
ment backlog of a sum exceeding 
$154,000. The interest on this amount 
should approach $775 per month 
which could be used as needed for 
living, medical expenses, etc. plus 
still having the principal which, af­ 
ter voluntary or forced retirement 
would always be available, since 
this is the person’s personal account. 
Two side benefits could be: 1. Ex^ 
panded business to the local finan­ 
cial institutions which would handle 
all accounts; 2. A sharp reduction in 
the present bureaucracy, who would: 
have to find less parasitic jobs. 


President Ford has recently said 
publicly that he favors cutting out 
many government bureaus. I be­ 
lieve, if he is indeed sincere, he 
should consider the individual re­ 
tirement program as advocated by 
the American Party, and should also 
encourage Congress to work to this 
end. I believe that all young people, 
especially those entering the world 
of business and industry, should take 
a good look at the plight of their eL 
ders who are now on “ Social Securi­ 
ty” and envision their own possible 
futures. If the figures I have given 
you are too complex, I suggest you 
ask any banker to compute it for you 
and I’m sure his figures will agree 
with these. Then find out from sev­ 
eral retirees how much their Social 
Security checks are and you may 
well be amazed at what they get and 
what their potential could be. Since 
it is obvious that even more than my 
hypothetical figures apply to most 
worker’s earnings these days, so, it 
seems to me, by simple arithmetic, 
that the American worker is being 
“ ripped off” on a grand scale by our 
“ benevolent government” ! 
In view of this, I heartily agree 
with President Ford that bureaus 
should be greatly reduced, and for 
the good of those for whom he ex­ 
presses “ great compassion” let us 
see some action on this in the new 
Congress. Meanwhile, let’s begin to 
make Social Security something 
with solid meaning to those who 
have worked away their lives for itf 
only to see a very small part of it e\£ 
er come back to them when they 
need it most.

Stopping

BELM ONT, Mass.— More than 
one thousand delegates gathered in 
Rome for the United Nations World 
Food Conference early in Novem­ 
ber. If the participants agreed on 
nothing else, the overwhelming ma­ 
jority concurred in the belief that the 
United States should feed the world. 
Dire predictions of starvation 
and malnutrition were the order of 
each day’s proceedings. But when 
the delegate from Bangladesh 
warned that mass starvation might 
lead to a “ cataclysmic degeneration 
of the human society,” his words 
reached the ears of fewer than 50 
delegates. The press noted that 
many of the missing participants 
were enjoying themselves at Gha­ 
na’s cocktail party. No hunger was 
in evidence there. 
At the cocktail party and from 
the rostrum, the United States was 
indicted for consuming so much of 
the world’s resources. The most 
commonly heard statistic was that 
our 6 per cent of the world’s popula­ 
tion consumes 30 per cent of the 
word’s resources. No one added that 
the same 6 per cent of the world’s 
population produces just under half 
of the world’s goods. Nor were the 
delegates reminded that our farm 
population—which is far less than 1 
per cent of the entire world popula­ 
tion—already feeds 25 per cent of all 
the people on earth. 
The delegates did hear the much- 
travelled Henry Kissinger propose 
new international planning and co­ 
ordination as a solution to hunger 
problems. They also heard Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Earl Butz urge the 
participants to grow more food— 
without telling them how. 
The real solution to the prob­ 
lem—an end to socialism and a turn­ 
ing toward free enterprise—re­ 
ceived no attention at all. Yet com­ 
petent scholars have for years cor­ 
rectly named socialist big govern­ 
ment as the root cause of spreading 
starvation. 
; 
In his “ The Myth of Over-Popula­ 
tion,” Rousas J. Rushdoony ob­ 
served: “ Socialism always creates 
ultimately an imbalance between 


starvation 


the number of people living and their 
food supply, which results in hunger 
or famine .. . Hunger is chronic and 
endemic to socialism.” 
In 1972, Dr. Robert L. Sassone 
scored the following direct hit on 
hunger in his “ Handbook on Popula­ 
tion” : 
“ The malnutrition in the under­ 
developed world is caused by gov­ 
ernments, not population density. 
Perhaps the best proof of this fact is 
that Taiwan, the most crowded na­ 
tion in the underdeveloped world— 
which has about 30 more people per 
square mile than Japan, is more 
than twice as crowded as India and 
more than three times as crowded as 
Pakistan—is not only able to feed its 
people well, but is a net exporter of 
food.” 
The finger pointed at socialism is 
easily justified by looking at some 
current statistics. In the USSR (the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics), 
half of the working population is 
kept in government-run agriculture. 
In Red China, the percentage of the 
able-bodied forced to work Mao’s 
collective farms is even greater. Yet 
neither of these showplaces of so­ 
cialism is able to feed its people. And 
as socialism and its devastating de­ 
struction 
of 
human 
incentive 
spreads throughout the world, hun­ 
ger and starvation follow in its 
wake. 
It doesn’t take a genius to figure 
out that freedom and abundance go 
hand in hand. When men are free to 
produce and free to keep the fruits of 
their labor, their productivity al­ 
ways soars. But when central plan­ 
ning and socialistic controls stifle 
the working man, the result is short­ 
ages and eventual slavery. 
Yet no one at the Rome confer­ 
ence, not even an American, would 
condemn socialism and recommend 
free enterprise. All of which forces 
us to the unhappy conclusion that 
hunger is going to increase and not 
diminish. And if socialistic pro­ 
grams are not stopped here at home, 
we must expect a similar fate for 
ourselves.

Vladivostok 
agreement a 
Trojan horse?

W ASH IN G TO N (N E A )- The 
ford-Kissinger-Brezhnev 
“ break­ 
through” in the control of nuclear 
weapons is a facade of words an il­ 
lusion. More generously, it is a hope, 
nothing more. 
According to men close to the Na­ 
tional Security Council and the Pen­ 
tagon, there is no agreement. There 
is only an agreement to try to reach 
an agreement. It is as though a man 
says to a local real estate agent that 
he desires to buy a house and the 
agent says he will attempt to find 
one he thinks is suitable, according 
to his own concept of suitability, not 
necessarily to the concept of suita­ 
bility as seen by our man who wants 
to buy. There is no arrangement on a 
site, a method of payment or on pre­ 
cisely what the house will be like, 
except in terms which can be read in 
any way the reader chooses. That is 
to say the agent can interpret the 
terms one way, the potential buyer 
in another. 
Thus we are now back to where 
we were years ago when the Strate­ 
gic Arms Limitation Talks with the 
Soviet Union were first conceived. 
Both sides, then as now, affirmed 
they wanted to find a way to a trea­ 
ty. 
The 
understanding 
has these 
omissions, according to officials who 
are working on disarmament mat­ 
ters: 
There is no agreement on the 
weight of missiles, individually or 
collectively. There is no limit on the 
number of M IRV warheads to be al­ 
lowed on each missile, an omission 
which could make a catastrophic 
difference in 
relative defense 
strength. 
There is no statement on whether 
larger missiles can be put in existing 
silos. Nothing in fact is said about 
the number or the size of silos. Yet 
regulation of silo size is essential in 
controlling the power of missiles. 
Spot inspections, a must when 
dealing with M IRVs or with missiles 
hidden in mountain caverns, is not 
provided for. 
The numbers mentioned in the 
briefings are so large as to be mean­ 
ingless. They impose no restrictions 
on either USSR or the United States. 
Both countries under this under­ 
standing will be permitted to spend 
or, arm or upgrade their forces as 
thoroughly as they could possibly 
desire. 
Even the general objectives stat­ 
ed are weasel-worded. Secretary 
Brezhnev allowed the United States 
to insert a phrase which to the Rus­ 
sians means they have the right to 
superiority in missiles and other 
arms because of their need to deal 
with the China threat as well. 
This dual phrasing, in traditional 
Kissinger fashion, allows the Rus­ 
sians to interpret the understanding 
in one fashion and the United States 
to interpret it in another. 
Today, Kissinger believes that if 
he can reach an agreement with an 
adversary, no matter what the sub­ 
stance, he has made progress 
toward peace and security. He is 
convinced statements of intention 
commit both sides to move forward. 
He thinks this gives him the oppor­ 
tunity to step in to keep that momen­ 
tum 
This reasoning has a certain log­ 
ic. It is easy, in fact, to be convinced, 
since we want so badly to be assured 
peace and security are just around 
the comer if only we can reach the 
correct formula. 
But if we read Kissinger’s pre- 
White House-State Department dis­ 
sertations, we find him saying we 
must be highly suspicious of U S - 
USSR agreements with little subs­ 
tance. Kissinger argued then that 
the Kremlin would almost surely use 
such token understandings to lull 
this country into inaction and de 
fense laxness while vigorously pur 
suing armament and subversion.

The House of Representatives 
had decided in June to junk the 40-

both foreign and domestic quotas 
have been a part, on the grounds 
that it has proved expensive and 
useless in keeping prices down. 
Because the Senate has taken no 
action, the program will die at the 
end of this year. The old pre-1934 
tariff would then have come back in­ 
to force. Like all depression era tar­ 
iffs, it is high; and it was to head this 
off—at a time when sugar prices 
have risen 300 per cent in the last 
year (30 per cent in the last month), 
and when supermarkets are ration­ 
ing it, housewives boycotting it, res­ 
taurants hiding it—that Mr 
Ford 
took action. The United States im­ 
ports half its sugar. 
It is neither within Mr. Ford’s 
power nor his intention to resurrect 
the old program in full. Only Con 
gress can do that, and it is not in 
clined to featherbed domestic sugar 
producers when they are doing so 
.well out of the market place. 
All Mr Ford has done is to main 
tain and increase the overall import 
quota from 6,7 million to 7 million 
tons for 1975. 
This level is virtually meaning 
less, as the Department of Agricul­ 
ture admits, because there is little 
chance that the full amount will be 
taken up, even though the President 
has abolished the old country by- 
country allocation of quotas (there­

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By urging consumers to use sug­ 
ar sparingly, the Administration 
concedes that the quotas will do 
nothing to bring prices down, only 
perhaps curbing a further rise. By 
announcing a generous quota at a 
time when Britain is urging the Eu r­ 
opean Economic Community to offer 
sugar-producing countries a better 
price, Mr. Ford is also reminding 
world sugar markets that the United 
States is still a big buyer. 
Sugar prices may start to fall 
next year, as consumers turn to sub­ 
stitutes in corn-syrup, saccharin and 
other sweeteners and as growers, 
attracted by today’s prices, increase 
production. Then Congress may find 
the sugar lobby pressing it hard for 
some renewal of the sugar program 
But, for the moment, public con­ 
cern is centered on the exorbitant 
profits that the sugar companies 
have been making 
Between July and September of 
this year, Amstar Corporation, the 
country’s largest refiner, increased 
its earnings by 350 per cent; the 
country’s largest beet sugar produc­ 
er, Great Western Sugar Company, 
has reported a 1,200 per cent gain so 
far this year. 
Two government bodies, at least, 
consider that there is enough suspi­ 
cion of monopolistic price fixing to 
merit further examination of the 
sugar producers’ behavior 
The Justice Department has an­ 
nounced an investigation, although 
their anti-trust probes typically take 
years to complete. And the new 
Council on Wage and Price Stability 
will be holding hearings this week on 
how the sugar prices have been ar­ 
rived at. But with no statutory au­ 
thority to roll prices back, all the

In Colonial W illiam sburg, 
Va., Christm as was a treasured 
time. 
As described in the book 
"Christm as in Williamsburg.’' 
by Taylor Biggs Lewis J r and 
Joanne R Young, it was a time 
of indulgence in satisfaction in 
the past year and hope for the 
coming spring. 
"It was a time for courting, 
for w eddings and for the 
renewal of family ties," the 
book declares. 
In this relax ed and festive a t­ 
mosphere, energy was ex pend 
ed in planning parties, prepar­ 
ing special holiday foods and 
decorating the home. 
The woman of the house did 
not lack for materials with 
which 
to 
decorate 
for 
the 
season. A superabundance of 
greenery was hers for the cut­ 
ting. Fruits and nuts, harvested 
and 
hoa rd e d 
in 
the 
cool 
storerooms, laced the greenery 
with color. 
Sprigs of holly were tuck ed 
behind prints and m irrors or 
circled a punch bowl. Mistletoe 
carried the m essage of luck and 
fertility and often accompanied 
gala party invitations. 
The pineapple was a symbol 
of hospitality in Colonial times 
and it was not unusual to incor­ 
porate one in the tall pyramids 
of fruits which were often used 
for centerpieces. Since only 
natural m aterials were used for 
wreaths, garlands and center­ 
pieces, 
the Colonial 
women 
often incorporated a diversity 
of items ranging from cot­ 
tonseed pods to lemons. Ap­ 
ples, pears, oranges, cranber­ 
ries, bayberry, grapes, limes, 
grapes and pomegranates were 
used to add color and contour to 
the arrangem ents.

Gelting and spending lay waste of powers

The 
world is too much with us, the 
poet wrote, and he warned us 
that in getting and spending we 
lay waste our powers. But not, 
^t appears, the power to gripe. 
Here are some representative 
gripes: 
1 The Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States claims the 
country doesn’t have an effec­ 
tive restraint on at least one 
area of federal activity—the 


pay scales ol government work 
ers. 
Federal salaries, it says, are 
outstripping those of workers in 
private industry. That, it sug­ 
gests, not only is unfair com­ 
petition with private industry 
but is inflationary as well. 
CitingCommerce Department 
figures, the chamber reports 
that average federal pay now is 
$12,98 4 a year, or 48 per cent 
more than the average $8 ,900 
received in the private sector, 
which it represents. 


“ But that's not all,” it contin 
ues in “ Washington Report ” If 
relates that a Labor Depart 
ment report “states that feder 
a I government fringe benefits, 
as a percentage of pay, are 
about 12 per cent greater than 
those of workers employed in 
the private sector.” 
The cause? It’s because the 
foxes are guarding the hen 
house, says the chamber, refer­ 
ring to a recent Senate vote to 
grant pay increases to federal 
workers, despite a presidential 


request they be postponed 
2 Like the U.S. Chamber, the 
Tax Foundation often is critical 
of how Washington spends its 
money And nothing concerns 
the foundation more than the 
federal debt, which is now ap 
preaching $500 billion. 
A major problem with the 
debt, it observes, is that the 
“ceiling” which is supposed to 
serve as a lid floats too easily 
In 20 years it has been raised 
32 times, and most people be 
lievethat record will be broken 


Now the foundation worries 
not just about the debt itself 
but about the $31 billion in in 
terest 
that 
the 
government 
must pay to maintain that debt 
That interest, it notes, is now 
the third largest spending cate 
gory in the entire budget 
3. What do these have in 
common: convenience foods, 
children’s clothing, appliance 
repairs, home repairs, automo 
bile repairs, heating oil, mov 
ing expenses, credit charges 
and prescription drugs'’ 


In terms of value for the dol­ 
lar, a study by the Conference 
Board shows, these items are 
considered by consumers to be 
among the poorest buys in the 
market place. 
The worst buy of all, the con­ 
sumers indicated, was gasoline 


but to have included that 
item in the list would have 
made the answer too easy.

families studied classified gaso 
lino as a good buy Close to 28 
per cent termed it an average 
buy, and 68 per cent classified

Co., 
was indicted Thursday by a 
federal grand jury along with 
12 former officers and associ­ 
ates of the now-bankrupt firm. 
The 39-count indictment out­ 
lined an elaborate confidence 
game which lured investors 
into an oil-drilling program, 
promising tax shelters and rea­ 
sonable returns on their in­ 
vestments. 
The 
government 
said the scheme funneled mil­ 
lions into the pockets of Trippet 
and other principals in Home- 
Stake. 


Top entertainers and busi­ 
nessmen invested and lost hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
Even George J. W. Goodman, 
who writes books on investment 
advice under the name “ Adam 
Smith,” invested $110,000

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FREEHOLD, N .J. <AP > — A 
Superior Court judge has de­ 
clared unconstitutional a centu­ 
ry-old state law that enabled a 
religiously oriented community 
on the New Jersey shore to ban 
automobiles, 
bicycles 
and 
swimming on Sundays and li­ 
quor every day. 
Judge Merritt Lane Jr. found 
unconstitutional on Friday the 
state law that created Ocean 
Grove in Neptune Township, 
just south of Asbury Park. 
Long known for its wide main 
boulevard, narrow side streets,, 
quaint gingerbread houses and 
the complete absence of cars 
and bicycles on Sundays, Ocean 
Grove is operated much like a 
municipality 
by 
the 
Ocean 
Grove Camp Meeting Associ­ 
ation, a Methodist-based group 
that was granted a special 
state charter on March 3, 18 70. 
“ We will of course appeal the 
ruling,” said Alfred C. Clapp, a 
Newark lawyer who represent­ 
ed the association. “ We feel it 
goes too far.”
